1 . Claims 1 9-35, 37 and 38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 19 recites a blood analyzer comprised of an analyzing means, means for 
storing control bloods by refrigeration, means for heating the control bloods, means for 
sampling the control bloods, and a means for stirring the control bloods wherein the 
stirring means inciudes a tube support articuiated about a hinge and configured 
to operate by inverting. Claim 38 recites a blood analyzer comprised of an analyzing 
unit, a storing unit that refrigerates control bloods, a heating unit for heating the control 
bloods, a sampling unit which samples the control bloods, and stirring unit which stirs 
the control bloods wherein the stirring unit inciudes a tube support articuiated 
about a hinge and configured to operate by inverting. The Examiner considers the 
previous "Fischer" and "Ammann" references to be the closest prior art. These 
references teach a blood analyzer comprised of an analyzing unit, a storage unit, a 
heating unit, a sampling unit, and a stirring unit. These references do not teach nor 
suggest a stirring means/unit which includes a tube support articulated about a hinge 
and configured to operate by inverting.
